THE KOREA. 
ANOTHER ENGAGEMENT WITH THE AMERICANS. 


By the Pacific Mail Vempeey steamer China, which arrived 
at Francisco on the 13th inst., with dates from Yokohama to 
22nd July, we have the following account of another engagement, 
which was telegraphed to the New York papers :— 


“In the second battle between the American squadron and the 
Koreans the latter had 6,000 men, armed with gingals, and their 
bullets fell short, while the deadly fire of the American rifles told 
fearfully on the enemy. Under the cover of the rank vegetation 
and the shoulder of a hill the Americans advanced to within 120 
yards of the forts before they came within range of the Korean 
musketry. The Koreans resisted desperately to the last. Lieut. 
McKee was killed as he entered the entrenchments. When the 
Americans reached the entrenchments the Korcans succumbed. 
A number of prisoners were taken, including the officer second ia 
command, who was badly wounded, the Commander-in-Chief 
having been killed. The American torce bivouacked in the forts, 
and next day demolished the forts aud spiked all the guns. 

“The fleet returned to the Boize snenarine twodays later. The 
Koreans sent on board a letter filled with the most insulting and 
busive language, to which noreply was made. Admiral Rodgers, 
however, sent to the Koreans to know what he should do with the 
prisoners. The Koreans answered he might do what he liked with 
them. Two days later he set them at liberty and sent two mes- 
sages ashore, but the local authority refused to receive them, say- 
ing it was as much as his head was worth to send them, and it 
was no use to attempt to communicate further with the Court. 

“Mr. Low, the American Minister, then sent a formal protest 
that his mission was peaceful, and that the American attack was 
not for a refusal to negociate, but because the Koreans had trea- 
cherously fired on the boats. 

“Their weapons are wretched old firelocks, and their cut!asses 
made of soft iron, which bent like old hoop. They were dressed 
in armour of nine thicknesses, cotton padded, so that only rifle 
balls could penetrate them. Their swords produced no effect. 
Documents captured showed that the Korean Government had 
planned the surprise of the American fleet, and were astonished 
- the failure of the forts to annihilate foreign vessels at the first 

re. 

“The expedition has accomplished no change in the relations of 
the two countries, and Minister Low and Admiral Rodgers will 
await instructions from Washington before proceeding to further 
hostilities. . 

“Twelve native Ohristians came alongside the Admiral’s flag- 
ship in a junk, and begged to be taken to Shanghai, and that 
their junk might be burned, to prevent its falling into the hands 
of the native authorities, who would thereby discover from what 
Village: they came, ahd punish their relatives. The request was 

nted. 

“ Two Englishmen and one German, engaged in saving materials 
from the wreck of the German schooner Chusan, on Sir James 
Hall’s Island, have been captured by Koreans, bound hand and 
foot, slung on bamboos and packed off to the interior of Korea 
The British fleet has sailed from Japan to inquire into' the matter..

THE MONT CENIS TUNNEL. 

The total expenses of the Mont Cenis Tunnel amount to f.65,000,000; 
of these f.20,000,000 are to be contributed by the Victor Emmannel 
Railway, or Railway of Northern Italy. This sum is to be paid on or 
before the opening of the tunnel. The French Government was to 
pay f.19,000,000 if the work was accomplished within twenty years, 
reckoning from 1862. But if the work was accomplished at an earlier 
date France bound herself to pay f.500,000 more for every year gained 
upon the stipulated time. As there have been eleven years thus 
gained, France will have to pay f.5,500,000 besides the f.20,000,000 
.of the original stipulation. She has, besides to pay 5 per cent. in- 
terest on the money due for the work as it proceeded from year to 
year. Thus the charge borne by Italy in this enterprise will be some- 
thing less than f.20,000,000, an advantage fairly gained by her dili- 
gence in carrying on the work, a diligence stimulated by the very 
conditions of the contract. It must be observed that had the con- 

struction of the tunnel continued beyond the stipulated term of twenty 
Years, it was Italy that would have loat £500,000 for every year in ex- 
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cess of that period. There was a time in which the hard quartz, with 
which the excavators fell in on the side of Modane rendered it ex- 
tremely difficult to foretell how long it might be before the tunnel 
could be terminated. Fortunately, the quartz stratum was only 380 
metres thick, and no very serious resistance was met elsewhere. The 
masonry of the tunnel is excellent throughout. No inconvenience 
whatever from smoke, steam, or mephitic air is apprehended. 

; A French engineer, M. E. Legout, has written a letter to the Siecle- 
in which he says that as the problem of cutting through high moun, 
tains has now been solved by the successful completion of this tunnel, 
there is nothing to prevent a railway being pon from Paris to Pe- 
king. He estimates that the cost of the great tunnels would be only 
220 millions of francs, 

It having been finally arranged that the opening of the Mont Cenis 
Tunnel is to take place on the 18th of next month, great efforts are 
being made to give importance to the ceremony. In connection with 
the fetes, there will be an Industrial Exhibition at Turin, which will re- 
main open until the 25th of September. King Victor Emmanuel will, 
it is expected, be present at the opening of the tunnel ; and, according 
to the French papers, M. Thiers is also likely to be present.

Tue Russo-Curxva Sreamsnre Linz.—The Zchichatchof steamer, 
belonging to the Russian Steam Navigation and Odessa Railway Com- 
y, arrived at Odessa last week from her first voyage to China, 
ringing a cargo of 2,600 tons of tea. In order to celebrate this event, 
on the 20th inst, a grand dinner was given by Vice-Admiral Tchi- 
chatchoff, the director of the company, on board the steamer. The 
Admiral referred to the marked success which had attended the efforts 
of the company during the last few years, and the importance he 
attached to the Suez Canal asan easy route for them to India and 
China. He also humorously referred to the inveterate habit of tea- 
drinking among the Russian people, and the obligation which devolved 
upon them to supply the demand arising out of this practice in a 
manner as direct and cheap as possible. The company were very 
enthusiastic at the success of their undertaking, and believe have 
some reason to expect important trade in connection with this newly- 
established line. 

Ir is a noticeable fact that the first public a ce at home of 
Sir Harry Parkes, our Minister in Japan, should have been made at a 
meeting, convened under the auspices of the Glasgow Working Men’s 
Sabbath Protection Association, when a congratulatory address was 
presented to Lord Shaftesbury. 

A TELEGRAM has been received announcing the arrival at Penang of 
the small screw-steamer Deli, in fifty-four days from London, includ- 
ing all stoppages. This is an excellent passage for so tiny a craft, and 
great credit is due both to her builders and navigator.

Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hameore, Aug. 22. 

According to a letter from Berlin in the Magdeburg Zeitung there is 
a favourable chance of finding purchasers in the Far East for a consi- 
derable part of the muskets, ammunition, accoutrements, pieces of ord- 
nance, and other materials of war captured from the French in the late 
campaign. It is even asserted that a contract has been signed for the 
delivery of 80,000 needle-guns, chassepots, and other breechloaders to 
the Government of Japan. An idea may be formed of the immense 
quantity of superfluous war materials in the Prussian and other German 
arsenals from the fact that at Berlin alone there are stored no less than 
560,000 chassepot guns captured in the late war, of which above 
200,000 were found in the arsenals of Strasburg and Metz that were 
quite new and had never been used, neatly packed in cases of twenty- 
five each, just as they had been received from the manufacturers. Add 
to this number the 120,000 stand of arms partly captured from the 
Austrian and South German Contingents in the war of 1866, and 
partly found in the arsenals at Stade, Hanover, Cassel, Dresden, and 
Prague, when those places were conquered by Prussia in the same year. 
There is not sufficient available space at Berlin for placing all these 
trophies under shelter from the weather, and thus it happens that a 
largo park of artillery, consisting of fifteen hundred French field-pieces 
and mitrailleuses, are drawn up on the artillery exercising ground out- 
side the city. Including the heavy siege guns and those of lighter 
calibre, captured at the Damevirke, the redoubts at Duppel, and at 
Alsen and elsewhere, during the Danish war in 1864, the total number 
of pieces of ordnance taken from the enemy during those three short 
but decisive conflicts is estimated to be more than seven thousand ; and 
—wonderful to relate—not a single one was taken by the enemy. As 
the general principle of having one single patteru of gun for the artillery 
and one for the intantry of the whole of the German army has been 
laid down and will be strictly adhered to, it follows that all this treasure 
of arms are of no real use in their present state, though it is not im- 
probable that the alteration of the chassepot to the new needle-gun of 
the Werder pattern may be effected with satisfactory results and at a 
cheap rate. 

A letter has been received here from one of the passengers per Ham- 
burg steamer Sedan, from this port to China, va Suez Canal, who 
writes that the hatred and malice of the French towards everything 
German are flourishing in the East to an incredible extent. On their 
arrival at Port Said not a single Frenchman could be induced to come 
on board, and the seven pilots first on the list for duty, being all French, 
flatly refused to pilot the steamer through the Canul, The eighth on 
the list was a Greek, and he was engaged. The principal cause of their 
irritation was the name “ Sedan,” to which was superadded the, to them, 
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significant fact that the eagles over the rame on both hows had lost their 
heads, one of them being carried away by a heavy sea in the Bay of 
Biscay, and for the suke of symmetrical uppearance the captain had the 
other removed by the ship's carpenter, ‘Ihe French took this as an un- 
justifiable impertinence aud persiflage, as much as to suggest that it 
was at Sedun that the empire lost its head. The Greek pilot stated that 
their arrival wes telegraphed all the way down to Suez with the words, 
‘‘ Vapour Sedan, deux aigles, les tétes coupées.” 

A conaidcrable bateh of German Consuls has been appointed by the 
Emperor at ports in the Far East; many of them having served hitherto 
in the same capacity for the North German Confederation are now 
raised to the dignity of Consuls for the Empire of Germany. Among 
the list I find the following names :—Mr. G. Bircher, at Aden; Fried- 
rich Gerlach, at Akyab; August Carl Gumpert, at Bombay ; Johann 
Schmidt, at Culcntta; F. W. Abel, at Cucanada; Adolph Theodor 
Eimbcke, at Hong Kong; F. M. Cartright, at Madras; H. Hollemann, 
at Moulmein; Alfred Hasche, at Penang; Johu Louis Vanderspur, at 
Point de Galle; B. A. Diockmann, at Rangoon, and Saul Solomon, at 
St. Helena. 

The annual statistical returns of the trade and navigation of this po 
for 1870, compiled by the Board of Trade here, have just been published, 
and show that the falling off in the value of the imports was near] 
sixty millions of marks banco—the exact figures being 369,636, 070 M. 
B. in 1870 against 427,863,770 M. B. in 1869. The falling off in the 
weight is comparatively not so great, the imports of last year amounting 
to 62,877,650 centners of 50 kilo. each, agninst 57,525,301 do. in 1869. 
In shipping the falling off is not so large as might have been ex- 
pected from the blockade of the Elbe and the interruptions caased by 
the war, for though 1,000 fewer vessels of all descriptions arrived yet 
as their tonnage was generally larger, the falling-off was not more than 
142,000 lasts, or 282,000 tons; the figures being 4,144 veasels, of 
926.526 lasts, and crews of 56,141 men in 1870, against 5,192 vessels, 
1,069,208 lasts, and 68,362 men in 1869. In the veasels that sailed 
from this port the falling-off is in nearly the same proportion.

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
Rorrerpam, Ang. 23, 

The reorganisation of the present system of taxation has been for 
reveral years the question brulante in Java, andthe new Governor-Qc- 
neral, Mr. Loudon, seems inclined to solve it. Ina few days the Staats 
Courant will publish e Royal decree, by which Mr. P. H. B. Motké, 
Inspector of the Department of Finance, will be appointed to start with 
Mr. Loudon to Java tu prepare for the introduction of « new system. It 
is said that Mr. Motké, a functionary of great ability, after having in- 
spected all parts of Java, will luy his plans before the Government. I 
fervently hope that this measure will have the wished fur result. It 
proves so far that Mr. Loudon is convinced that some reorganisation is 
necessary. 

.The commission charged with the examination of the construction of 
railways in Java has fiuished its difficult duty, and the report is ready to 
be printed. This commission, composed of persons interested in trade 
and the management of railways, has decided with unanimity that it is 
necessary to construct the lines Banjoemaas-Djoejocurta, and to con- 
struct a branch from the Samarang- Djoejocarta liue to Sourabaya and 
Passarocang. 

The remains of eight officers, who died about forty years ago during 
the defence of the Citadel of Antwerp, aud who were buricd there, 
have been transported with much ceremony to Holland, and are to 
be buricd at het Ginntken. A flotilla of five men-of-war—the Tyger, 
Buffel, Valk, Krokodil, and Schorpiven—started to Antwerp, where our 
Offieers were received must cordially by the Belgian military authorities. 
After many specches and military salutes the remains were taken on 
board, and our men-of.war returned to the Moerdyk, from whence the 
coffins were transported by rail to Breda. The more than friendly be- 
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haviour of the Belgian Government in this matter is regarded as having 
some political significance. At all events it is proved that the relations 
between these small countries are cordial. The speech delivered on the 
occasion by the Earl van Limburg Stirum has excited much remark, and 
I give the principal and most significant passage :—‘‘ We were united at 
Quatre Bras and Waterloo. Lot us aspire again to an alliance between 
these two peoples, and let us hope that whenever we should be involved 
in a war, the fine Belgian army will fight in union with Dutch soldiers.” 
I need not add that this phrase was enormously applauded by our Ant- 
werp friends, who, contrary to the prevailing opinion in Holland, have 
much sympathy for a federative lrague between Holland and Belgium. 

In a few days the African Trading Society, established in this town, 
will issue a prospectus for a loan of f.2,500,000, by which its capital 
will be doubled. ‘This company has done an excellent business on the 
(English) west coast of Africa, and no doubt the money will be forth- 
coming. It is curious that this occurs just after the endeavours of our 
Government to transfer our African settlements to England. 

I regret to record the death of Professor G. E. Voorhelm Schneevoogt. 
He was born in 1814, and died at his seat, Heyenoord, near Arnheim.

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“CHEAP TEA. ~~ | THE AMERICANS INKOREA. TEA. 
(To the Editor of the Daily News.) 
Sim,—I take the liberty ot asking for a place in your columns upon 
8 matter of serious public interest, relying upon your own judgment, 
after perusal of my letter, to decide whether it is worthy of the atten- 
tion which I solicit. My subject is not a popular one. It relates not 
to politics, nor any of the great questions of the day ; but it is one in 
which all classes are interested, and which, on that account, demands 
the attention and interference of the press, that rectifier of all wrongs, 
’ and radical reformer of all abuses. I have been connected ina variety 
of ways with the tea trade for forty years; have seen it, therefore, in 
all its phases and aspects during that lengthened period. When the 
East India Company alone imported it, I was a member of the trade. 
When the first shipments of private merchdnts came into the market, 
I was there. Since that period I have spent several years in China, 
and have never been absent from the trade for a single season. Few 
men, therefore, can boast of a larger experience. From various causes 
the quality of tea has undergone great changes during the time in which 
I have been connected with the trade. Latterly, however, the change 
for the worse has been marked to adegree. When I was in China 
there were. but two ports open to foreigners, viz., Canton and 
Shanghai. Sometimes even then the growth of one season would be 
superior to that of another, but there was no general decline of 
quality. If 1849-50 was not so good as the preceding year, the suc- 
eeeding season would be better, and so on—as in wheat, hopa, or any 
other article grown in this country. When. however, the ports of 
Foochow and Hankow were opened, a general change for the worse 
was soon perceptible, and a gradual decline from year to year. Oc- 
casionally a better crop would come, but never one approaching to 
those of former times when only the two porte—which were further 
removed from the plantations in which the teas are grown—were open 
to foreign merchants. The reasons assigned for this falling off have 
never been thoroughly satisfactory. Some have attributed it to hur- 
ried preparation, with the view to get the teas early to the London 
and other markets; others, to the increased demand consequent upon 
our rapid reduction of duty, and the opening by Russia of her markets, 
which were previously closed by excessive duties and prohibitions; and 
others, again, have thought that the great Chinese rebellion deatroyed 
many plantations, or so injured them that the quality could never after- 
wards be obtained. These opinions, however, it is not my object at 
preaent to deal with. Another matter, more serious than any of 
these, has this year cropped up in a form so decided as to require 
energetic notice from the press and serious action on the part of all 
lovers of fine tea. What I allude to is this, viz.: All the choice chops 
of Congou brought to the Hankow market this season had been bought 
for the Russian market and shipped direct to Odessa, without coming 
to London atall. Nota single chop of the finest grade of first crop 
tea has been seen in England (nor will be) of the growth of 1871 and 
1872. You may say, what have we todo withthat? How can we help 
it, and what business is it of ours? I will endeavour to answer those 
geese and in doing 80 to show you why I ask for your aasistance. 
need not tell you, sir, how universal the cry is, We can get no good 
tea! Though willing to pay any reasonable price for it we find it im- 
possible to get it. And it is perfectly true. For a long time 
past the chief portion of the finest chops have been bought 
in this market for Russia, and shipped from London to that 
country ; but our retailers always get some little of it. This 
year they cannot get it at all unless they send to Russia for it, 
which would be rather too costly a process. So John Bull muat 
fain be satisfied with the commoner grades, and allow the Russ to 
gloat over what used to be one of the boasts (and pride) of his break- 
fast table. What has led to thie, and what can be done to aller it? 
The puffing and professed cheap selling of the retail grocer and tea 
dealer has brought it about and nothing else. For many years past 
there has been a rage throughout the kingdom for reduced prices. 
Every tea seller has professed to sell cheaper than any other tea seller, 
the British public has listened with a greedy ear, and taking the tea 
eeller at his word, has gradually reduced his price, until the general 
retail price has fallen below the actual coat of superior qualities on 
the China market, many a retailer professing to scll the finest tea at 
2s. 6d. or 38. per Ib. when really fine tea costs that money to the im- 
porter, and the Russians are willing to pay it rather than take inferior 
quality. Now, sir, you will see the remedy, and I think the press 
should help to bring it about. The retail price of tea is too low. 
There is no truth in the statement put forth eo generally that really 
fine tea is sold retail at 2s. 6d., or even 3a. per Ib. Itis simply im- 
possible that it can be done, and if the public continues to believe it 
and to patronise those shops that profess to do it, we must bid farewell | 
for ever to that delicious thing, a cup of choice tea. The Russians will 
eontinue to outbid us, and all the fine Congou will go away, as nearly 
all the choice greens have done, to America, for the same reason, viz., 
because they will pay a higher price.

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THE AMERICANS IN KOREA. 


(THE TIMES.) 

In one of the remotest regions of the world, between the Yellow Sea 
and the Sea of Japan, there lies a country at present almost unknown, 
but which a few months may perhaps suffice to bring within the sphere 
of international intercourse and modern civilisation. The new story of 
tho Americans in Korea so exactly resembles a chapter of our own ex- 
perience that we can appreciate every incident of the narrative; and, 
indecd, our correspondent at Shanghai ventured, with a confidence which 
events have justified, to predict the course and issue of the expedition 
while affairs were still pending. An ordinary map of Asia will show 
the reader the position of the peninsula in which the scene is Jaid, and, 
unless the discoveries of the French five years ago have been embodied 
in the latest charts, we know not where any more special information is 
to be found. Such details, however, are not indispensable. For the 
immediate purpose it is sufficient to observe that the Korouns—the in-. 
habitants of the ‘country in question—had given offence to the Ameri- 
cans by the destruction of an American vessel and the messacre of her 
crew, and that it was resolved to despatch an expedition to impress on 
them the obligation of succouring the shipwrecked, and to establish, if 
possible, some better communicntion with the people and their Govern- 
ment. It ia, however, a significant feature of the story that its puint of 
departure should be in Japun. ‘That country, but a few years since a 
mystery to the world, now serves as a base of operations for fresh ad- 
venture, and the American flotilla sailed, as an English squadron might 
have done, from a Japanese Port to the scene of action. 

We enjoy on the pre-ent occasion one singular advantage. We know 
precisely what the Koreans thought of the. invasion, what policy they 
determined to pursue, and on what grounds this policy was adopted. 
No sooner did the expedition arrive at the mouth of the River Kanghoa 
than a Government vessel came off to the flagship, and the officials on 
board, without waiting fur any communication from the Americans, 
presented them with a formal despatch. This document, for a copy of 
which we are indebted to the activity of our Shanghai Correspondent, 
is so comprehensive as well as important, that we subjoin it entire :— 
“In the year 1868 a man of your nation, whose name was Febizer, 
came here and communicated with us and went away. Why cannot 
you do the same? In tho year 1866 a people called the French came 
here, and we refer you to them for what happened. This people and 
kingdom have lived in the enjoyment of their own civilisation four 
thousand years, and we want no other. We trouble no other nations ; 
why should they trouble us? Our country is in the farthest East, yours 
in the farthest West ; for what purpose do you come so many thousand 
miles across the sea? Is it to inquire about the vessel destroyed? Her 
men comunitted piracy and murder, and they were punished with death. 
Do you want our land? That cannot be. Do you want intercourse 
with us? That cannot be.” 

The men who drew up this note were no savages. They anticipated, 
and correctly anticipated, all the demands of their visitors. They 
meant to refuse these demands, and they spoke their mind ; nor would 
it be very easy to put their case in a more specious form. They ob- 
viously felt that an account was due of the shipwrecked vessel and her 
murdered crew, and they allege, therefore, that the treatment was de- 
served, They reject beforehand all overtures towards commercial or 
social intercourse, and claim to be let alone, to live, as they have con- 
tently lived, “‘ for four thousand years.’’ What are they to the Ameri- 
cans, or the Americans to them? Let the expedition depart, as other 
expeditions lad departed—the French in 1866, and the Americans 
themselvcs two years afterwarde. There could be no objection to fol- 
lowing a course for which such precedents were at hand. Little more, 
we think, is needed for the comprcheusion of the whole story. This 
despatch tells the tale for both sides. The Americans desired to obtain 
redress for the destruction of their vessel, or, at least, to prevent such 
catastrophes in future by establishing the title of foreign mariners to 
safety and succour, For this purpose they intended to visit the Koreun 
capital, and so produce an cffect upon the Government; while the 
Koreuns, on their side, were resolved that no sach visit should ever be 
allowed. Accordingly they evaded the charge of murder, refuscd 
further communication, and in the meantime, as events proved, pre- 
pared themselves for resisting force by force. 

On the Ist of June the expedition proceeded up the river. It was in- 
tended to be amicable if cireumstavces should permit, but it was well 
equipped for the chances of war, and the precaution was justified. The 
vessely—four steain launches and two corvettes—advanced for some 
miles without interruption, until they came to a point where the stream 
narrowed considerubly, and where battories had Ucen erected with some 
skill to command the river. The instant the boats reached this point 
the Koreans opencd fire, and maintained for some minutes a cannonade 
so hot that men who had gone through the battles of the Civil War were 
| eothed at its intensity. Happily for the Americans, however, either 
the guns or the practice were sv bad that the iron storm did very little 
damage; the launches with their 12-pounders made a most effective 
reply, and the corvettes, presently coming up, with their heavy ord- 
nance, finished the whole work in less than a quarter of an hour. 
The Koreans could not withstand the shells pitched into their but- 
teries, and they left their works and fled, though to no great distance. 
Two men only were hurt on the side of the Americans, but the 
vessels had received some injuries, and, as it had now become evi- 
dent that war, and not peace, must be. expected, the flotilla dropped 
down again with the tide to the river’s mouth. The Americans, how- 
ever, were naturally indisposed to desist from their designs at this stage. 
The Koreans had fired upon the United States flag, and had done their 
best to destroy American ships feeling their way to the capital,on a 
peaceful expedition, After an interval, therefore, of ten days had been 
allowed to the Koreans for apology or explanation, another and a stronger 
force was despatched, with orders to destroy the forts which had tired 
upon the squadron. These instructions were punctually executed. The 
American artillery again carried everything before it, and, after a con- 
test in which, although the Koreans evinced much spirit, the Ame- 
ricans suffered littke loss, the forts were captured, and - second

chastised the offenders, and so far a8 the immediate point of honour {s 
concerned may well be content. They have made, however, no progress 
towards the original object of the expedition. They have not advanced 
to the Korean capital; they have opened no communications with its 
Government ; and, if the matter is dropped at its present stage, the 
lives of sailors shipwrecked on the Korean coast will certainly be no 
safer than before. The Koreans will consider themselves, and not cn- 
tirely without reason, as successful in the contest. Without heeding 
the capture of the forts or the defeat of their soldiers, they will remem- 
ber only that an expedition which attempted to reach their capital never 
did reach it, and that they were left in undisturbed enjoyment of the 
isolation for which they contended. Nor isit in the least anticipated that 
they would be found more conceding on a fresh application. On the 
contrary, information has been received that an army of 30,000 men is 
assembled between the coast und the capital, prepared to encounter any 
invading force. Of the Koreans themselves, we aro told that they are 
men of good stature, well traine:, and, after their fashion, well equipped. 
That they are not deficient in courage these affairs have shown, and, 
though they can never offer an effectual resistance to an American Army, 
the United States’ commander must receive both reinforeements and 
authority before he can renew the attack. Of course our countrymen 
in those parts are unanimous in thinking the attack must be renewed. 
They consider, indecd, it is only fair that the Americans should take 
their share in the. inevitable work of subjugating the East, and would 
look with alarm on any policy which left refractory natives triumphant 
or unsubdued. Such reflections, we admit, arise naturally from their 
position ; it remains only to be seen what view of the case may be taken 
at Washington. 








THE LOSS OF THE “MEG/AERA.” 

Sir James Elphinstone has addressed a letter to The Times with re- 
ference to the loss of the Megewra, which recapitulates the conditions 
under which the vcasel was despatched from England, and shows the 
strong grounds which existed for the remonstrences that were for- 
warded to the Admiralty at the time. We subjoin tho principal atate- 
ments made in the letter :-— 

Ia the early part of the year the Mecmra was selected to carry 
thirty-three officcrs and 820 men, being the officers and crews of two 
sloops, which by the present practice were to be relieved on the Aus- 
tralian station, instead of being brought home for that purpose. There 
were two routes by which this service could be performed—the direct 
and safe cou:se (seeing the ship only drew 17ft.) being by the Suez 
Canal, when she would have availed herself of the south-east trade 
after crossing the Linc, and would certainly have carried fine weather 
as far as the supposed position of the Tryal Rocks, if not the whole way 
to Cape Leewin. The alternative route by the Cape of Good Hope 
would oblige the ship to run down 9,000 miles of easting in high 
Southern latitudes in the depth of winter, heavy gales of wind, accom- 
panied by great ecag, rain, and sleet, being the normal condition of 
the weather. The distance by the former route ie, in round numbera, 
say, 10,000 miles; by the latter not less than 15.000. Why was the 
longest and more stormy passage selected? Sir John Hay said it was 
from motives of economy. This Mr. Goschen indignantly denied ; 
but Mr. Gladstone, who came to the aid of his lieutenant, told the 
House that “a considerable portion of her stores were to be left at the 
Cape." Was it for the saving of freight on some 120 tons of stores to 
the Cape that this old ship was sent 5,000 miles out of her way at the 
risk of the comfort and convenience, if not the lives of 400 souls? If 
it was not economy, it was absurdity. 

Now Ict us see what was the condition of the Megera. She was 
built in 1846, before the construction of iron ships was so well undcr- 
stood as itisat present. It is not denied thatas Jong ago as 1866 she 
was placed at the bottom of the list of store, not troup, ships, and was 
reported to be fit for only eighteen months or two years’ service, if 
“repaired.” Mr. Goschen, quoting from a report, said, ‘‘She may 
remain fit for service eighteen months or two years longer when re- 

aired.” It does not appear that she was ever thoroughly repaired. 
ut Mr. Gladstone produced a report, dated July 30, 1866, which 
stated that the thinnest plates in the Megeera’s bottom were three- 
eighths of an inch. “But the plates between wind and water, all 
round the vessel, to about twenty feet from the stern, from the wall 
down to the first lap, about eight feet in breadth in midships, and 
about five feet in breadth forward and aft, are very thin.” Let any of 
your readers take a foot rule and lay off three-eighths of an inch on 
his thumbnail, and he will see the thickness of some of the Megsera’s 
bottom plates in 1866. Mr. Gladstone acemed to think he had made 
a point when he showed that her bottom was not the worst of her. 
ell, this old ship was selected for scrvice, and early this year she left 
Chatham with her cargo ill-stowed, and arrived at Plymouth in a 
miserable state. Instead of ordering her to be unstowed, her cargo 
re-stowed, and a critical examination instituted into her fitness to per- 
form the duty which was to devolve upon her, she was sent to sea at a 
stormy season of the year, with her Aacke lumbered and her berths 
overcrowded. She next makes her appearance at Cork, with her outer 
bobstay gone, her ports leaking, her water-way seams open, her decks 
flooded, and her passengers’ effects and bedding sacked with water. 
This is the condition the First Lord describes as one of ‘‘some dis- 
comfort.’ I should term it one of considerable danger, and, seeing 
what the ship had before her, one for the gravest anxiety. 

Questions were asked in the House of Commons, and most flippant 
anewers returned, though subsequent events show what good ground 
for inquiry there was, and how correct both Mr. Kavanagh and Mr. 

alpole were in their queries and statements. Nevertheless, the ship 
was sent to sea, and we next hear of her stranded in a sinking state 
On a desolate island in the Southern Ocean. 

Ia about eighteen months three ships have been lost by default of 
the Admiralty,—the Slaney, the Captaia, and the Megera. The first 
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—we have not done with her; the third is another perfect specimen 
of the result of Mr. Childers’s reformed administration of naval affairs, 
and it is a remarkable feature in the discussion that the late Secretary 
to the Admiralty did not appear to explain the reasons why the Me- 
geera was selectcd for the service she was sent on; Mr. Goschen alone 
can tell why she was not recalled from Ireland when she showed so 
plainly her unfitness for the work, 

We are promised an inquiry when the crew of the Megmra are res- 
cned from their present situation; it is a matter of course that such 
an inquiry should be made, but who is to inquire into the shortcom- 
ings of the Government! That will be the duty of another tribunal, 
and will not form a pleasant introduction to the Session of 1872. 

I believe the loss of the lakt two ships, at all events, is duc to gross 
mismanagement and to the confusion which has reigned supreme ever 
since Mr. Corry left the office. 


A PERILOUS VOYAGE. 


Wo have received an account of the arrival at Aden of the screw 
steamer Viren under somewhat exceptional circumstances. She is a 
screw steamer of 1,081 tons register, plying between Calcutta and Lon- 
don, via the Suez Canal, with cargo and passengers. She left Madras on™ 
the evening of the 15th of May. Her epeed was unusually slow, seldom’ 
exceeding 74 knots an hour, and the day’s run did not average more. 
than 170 miles. On the 2n‘1 of Juno the discovery was made that the 
vessel was completely out of coal. At first sight it would seem that the 
circumstances were not very grave. The ship was within 200 miles of 
her destination ; she was in the track of all the vessels plying up and 
down the Red Sea; and she had masts and sails at her disposal, being 
rigged as a brig, with two fore-and-aft sails, and a set of square sails on 
the foremast. But the vessel was a very bad sailer, being barely uble to 
go within seven points of the wind ; the wind was, in this case, less than 
six points off the course to Aden ; the scrow was found to be stiff, and 
would not turn with the water, when tho vessel was propelled by the’ 
sails; and as a consequence of all this, more Jee way was buing made 
than movement in advance. 

Under these circumstances it was resolved to make for the coast of 
Arabia and anchor there; and in the meantime to try and estublish 
communication with Aden. In the firat place, however, every endea- 
vour was made to lessen the distance by making the most of the fuel 
left on board. Everything in the shape of wood was cut up and thrown’ 
into the furnaces. On the aftcrnoon of the 4th the distance between the 
ship and Aden had been reduced to about forty-five miles, but all the 
fuel had been expended, and the distance of the shore on the lee bow 
was not less than fifty miles; and the ship was a long distance now from 
tho track of other vessels. At this stage matters were becoming so 
urgent that the captain fitted up a boat to sail to Aden. The chief 
officer touk charge of this with a crew of ten men and one volunteer from 
the second-class passengers. On the Gth the vessel came to an anchor 
near the shore, at a distance, as then ascertained, of about 165 miles 
from Aden, the motion of the ship having been retrograde as regarded 
her destination, On the morning of the 7th a small cxpedition was 
organised for reconnoitring the shore, with a view, if possible, to 
obtaining water, or at least flrewood. The captain and one or 
two passengers went ashore with two boats’ crews. About every 
other man had a rifle, or a revolver, and they might be said, 
when viewed as a body, to be fairly armed. Tho party had 
not advanced more than a quarter of a mile from the shore 
when a number of Arabs appeared from behind the bushes. As 
the Arabs refused to sell water or give any other assistance the party 
drew off, and, while keeping well together, managed to cut down a little 
firewood, and carry it to the boats. A diversion had alrcady taken 
place at the boats, a group of about fifty armed Arabs having suddenly 
come down upon them in a threatening manner. The men in charge of 
the boats immediately pushed off from the land, and waited in that 
manner till the party had rejoined them, when everybody re-embarked 
without further molestation. The manner of the natives was towards 
the last so conciliatory that many of the party really believed them to 
be friendly. This fecling was carried so far that the ship’s docter, Mr. 
Mathews, suddenly anrounced his intention of walking along the coast 
to Aden. His enthusiasm was caught by another European, the second 
steward of the ship, and by two of the seamen. The captain gave his 
consent, and these four started at once, on their walk of 165 miles alonz 
the burning sand, with nothing to eat and drink but a few biscuits and 
a bottle of water each, and with no arms on them but one rifle and 
threo small revolvers. 

Nextday aamall sail appearcd in sight, the first that had been seen since 
the ship’s troubles began. Signals were made and a bout was sent to 
intercept the vessel in her course. The latter measure succeeded, and 
the Arab fn charge of the craft came to a parley, from which it was 
ascertained that the chief officer with his crew had been seen safe in Aden. 

On the same day the white sail of a large Arab ‘ dhow” wus seen 
bearing down on the unfortunate steamer. The enthusiastic welcome of 
the chief officer, the rapid transfer of twenty tons of coal-bags to the 
hold of the ship, the huzzas of the whole ship's company as the first 
stream of smoke was noticed stealing out of the funnel, are not difficult 
to conceive! One or two on board, who were behind the scenes, knew 
that a real danger had been avoided. For news had just been brought 
from the walking party, who had got into the hands of a friendly Sul- 
tan, iarratiIng their own experiences, and warning the ship’s company 
not to go on shore a second time, as the Hill Arabs had formed a plan 
for overpowering them and taking possession of the ship. If any doubt 
had been entertained as to the truth of the warning sent by the Sultan 
it would have been dispelled by the appearance of the shore. For whore- 
as during the whole day not a trace of any living being had been visible 
there, immediately the smoke appeared from the funnel of the vessel thou- 
sands of Arabs were scen to throng the coast. The Vixen steamed into 
Aden on the 10th of June, and there the story ends.

THE SINGAPORE JUDGESHIP SCANDAL. 

A Frenca wit has told us that there are three ways of 
getting out of ascrape. The first is to make such an ex- 
ouse as will cause our mistake to be overlooked, but this is an 
inferior branch of the art. Far higher is the second method, 
which teaches us how to make capital out of our blunders, 
and absolutely to stand better with the world, after we have 
confessed them, than before they were perpetrated. It re- 
quires genius to do this, and, moreover, there is always a 
certain risk of the person who rashly attempts it involving 
himself in a greater trouble by extricating himself from the 
less—stepping out of a puddle into a morass. The part 
which the CotoniaL SgcretTary and the ArrorNEY-GENERAL 
took in the debate at the Legislative Council of Singapore 
on the late legal scandal there forcibly reminds us of the 
risks inourred by those adventurous spirits who, when they 
have got into scrapes, elect to stand or fall between the second 
and third of the alternatives of the Frenchman. It seems 
to us that both gentlemen offered a very unsatisfactory, 
though tiresomely lengthy excuse for their part in the super- 
session of Mr. OweEN ; but this is not a matter of so much 
Moment as it might otherwise have been, since the 
matter in dispute has been referred to the Colonial 
Office at home, and will be brought before Parliament 
at the commencement of next session. The ATTORNEY-GE- 
NBRAL of the Straits Settlements may perhaps “ be surprised 
“ to learn” that the course pursued towards Mr. Owen has 
excited as much indignation among influential legal authori- 
ties in London as it seems to have eaused in the bar of Sin- 
gapore. But this, as we have already said, is beside the main 
question. There can be little doubt that the insult offered 
to Mr. Owen will be made amends for in due time. Mean- 
while, perhaps, the perusal of an odd number or two of the 
legal journals of London might afford the Arrorney-GENE- 
RaL some useful information—if his time is not so fully oo- 
cupied that he has no leisure to devote to the forms and eti- 
quette of his profession, as we fear, from his speech in 
Council, must have been the case. We shall probably 
deal in a future issue with the statements of the Co1o- 
NIAL SeEcRETARY (of the Straits) on this unfortunate subject. 
To-day we have only space to indicate the extraordinary 
state of bewilderment in which his brother Curtrus—the At- 
TORNEY-GeNERAL—leaped into the senatorial gulf and stopped 
its yawning by, what we think he must consider now, au act 
of personal sacrifice not repaid by its result. It never 
fell to our lot to read any speech in which confessions 
of ignorance were made in such rapid succession as by 
the AtrorNey-GeNeRAL. Such phrases as “I was not at 
the Court, and did not know, é&o.;” “I was very busy 
“ at the time, and did not take much notice, &o. ;” “to 
“this moment I know nothing about this case &,” crop 
up with very suggestive frequency in the course of the 
hon. gentleman’s address, though the pith and gist of his 
speech seems to have been entirely unperceived by him- 
self. Doucias JERROLD never made one of his personages 
say anything more severe of themselves than the ArTror- 
NEY-GENERAL did, when, after explaining the monstrous in- 
justice of referring all causes exceeding $50 to the Supreme 
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“‘ Council had been in existence in Singapore for more than 
“ four years, without any means having been adopted for 
“ altering the system.” Cool people at home, who are not 
“so very busy at the time that they don’t take notice,” will 
probably ask whose duty it was to bring an Ordinance before 
Council to remedy this state of things. Such persons will 
entirely fail to perceive any justification of the personal 
slight, which was unquestionably passed on Mr. Owen, in 
the explanation of a vicious system which the ATTORNEY- 
GENERAL was generally expected to reform. Ina very few 
days the arrival of Sir Witt1am Hackett would have super- 
seded Mr. OwEn’s acting appointment. The Straits Govern- 
ment, however, could not resist the opportunity of resenting 
the Acting Judge’s independent conduct with regard to a 
“ particular case,” which the Cotoniau Secrerary says he 
“ unfortunately alluded to” in a “private note.” We re- 
peat that we believe that if Sie Wmxi1am Hacxerr were called 
upon to take the course suggested to Mr. Owen, he would 
refuse todo so; and we say that an “ Acting Judge,” for 
the period in which he acts is entitled to all the authority 
and consideration due to a confirmed servant of the State. 
The public and the profession in this country are of opi- 
nion that this consideration was not extended to Mr. Owen, 
and that his authority was withdrawn contrary to all legal 
usage ; and it will take much more straightforward language 
than the lame apologies of ths CoLoniaL Secretary and the 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL of the Straits to put their conduct in 
this matter in a favourable light. 


THE SITUATION IN THE KOREA. 

TE accounts from Korea, as well as Admiral RopasErs’s 
general order on the occasion of the recent engagement, 
point conclusively to the necessity of carrying forward the 
expedition till some more tangible object is gained than the 
Koreans seem prepared at present to grant. Whether the ex- 
pedition was wisely undertaken, and whether it was sensibly 
conducted, is beside the question. The prestige of foreigners 
in Korea (to say nothing of China and Japan) will suffer 
severely if affairs are allowed to remain as they stand 
now. The French expedition, some half-dozen years 
ago, exercised a very prejudicial effect, because it was 
not followed up ; and the present American action 
will certainly tend still further to weaken the apprehen- 
sions of the Koreans with regard to foreigners, unless they 
are made to regard them, not as cropping up from time to 
time in the character of fitful foes, but as determined under 
reasonable conditions to secure themselves a permanent posi- 
tion as trustworthy allies. The Koreans have certainly been 
shown that they are no match for the Americans; but the 
Americans by. the engagement on Kang Hoa Island have ac- 
quired no locus standi in the Korea. In fact, they are re- 
garded with more dislike than before, and it therefore de- 
volves upon them, in the interests of civilisation and 
commerce, to insist, by pacific but firm demands, ou securing 
that recognition of foreigners in the Korea which Admiral 
Ropaers’s expedition, whatever gallantry may have distin- 
guished it, has entirely failed to acquire. The Times, in a 
leading article, which will be found in another column, con- 
firms its Shanghai correspondent’s views on this subject, 
which we need scarcely add echo those of the majority of 
tho foreign community of Shanghai. 

The latest advices via San Francisco, which we also re- 
produce elsewhere, state that the English preas in China 
denounces the return of the American fleet to Chefoo, as 
having all the moral effect of a defeat. It is also stated 
that two Englishmen and a German have been captured by 
the Koreans, and sent into the interior, and that the British 
fleet has sailed from Japan to inquire into the matter. We 
give these reports for what they are worth ; but they do not 
correspond with our own information, which is to the effect 
that, although Admiral KeELLetr was most anxious to take part 
in the expedition, and render our American friends all the aid 
in his power, be was unable to obtain permission to do so 
and was greatly disappointed in consequence.

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THE RETIRING GOVERNOR OF LABUAN. 

No doubt it is an admirable quality to be able to do a 
little thing well. It shows at least the capacity to apply 
the mind to details, and the disposition to regard nothing 
as trifling that contributes to even petty results when they 
come within the sphere of duty. And this “ power of atten- 
tion,” which Caartes Dickens praised so justly in almost 
his last public speech, not seldom proves the groundwork of 
a career which may be usefully extended to more ambitious 
and responsible offices. Therefore we are far from grudging 
Mr. Pore Hennessy the satisfaction with which at a late 
meeting of the Legislative Council of Labuan the retiring 
Governor reviewed the progress of that “ tight little island” 
under his administration. It was much to say that the ex- 
chequer had always previous to Mr. HENNessy’s government 
been a drain on the Home Government, till the debt had risen 
to no less a sum than a quarter of a million ; and that, al- 
most immediately after his accession to office, he was enabled 
to turn the financial tables, and, instead of a continuing de- 
ficit, to show a rising surplus, which promises to pay off the 
island’s debt in half the time it took to incur it. But in 
order to permit us to receive with unaffected satisfaction the 
announcement of such a boon as this, it is desirable that the 
claim on our gratitude should be advanced with a quality 
for which Irishmen are perhaps less distinguished than 
most other Europeans — modesty. Mr. HENNESSY was 
no doubt carried away with enthusiasm, and the conse- 
quence is that his speech smacks somewhat too much of 
Milesian bombast. It reads rather like a proclamation of 
the virtues of Brian Boru, accompanied by himself on the 
harp of Erin, than the modest account of the administration of 
a little speck on the ocean which even now raises a revenue 
of no more than £8,000. When we perceive that Mr. Hen- 
NESSY’S panacea for the failing exchequer of 1867 was the sim- 
ple expedient of pushing the opium trade, we must own that 
we are not struck with the originality of the idea, and cannot 
quite understand Mr. Hennessy’s being proud of it. From 
1867 to the present time, under new regulations, the opium 
farm of Labuan has risen so greatly in value that, while it 
realised in the former year only $8,700, the crop for 1873 
has already been sold for $16,800—a transaction which, 
however favourable in a mere pounds shillings and pence 
point of view, will, we can assure Mr. Hennessy, be-regarded 
by a large section of the people at home with disapprobation. 

We have only one more word to add. There are no Euro- 
pean merchants in Labuan, and we therefore see no reason 
for the gratuitous sneer at the “little group of Europeans, 
who had for so many years been the governing class,” until 
Mr. HENNEssy was so much struck with the superior virtues 
of the Chinese as to “ report that they were the only indus- 
“ trious and enterprising people he found in the island, and 
“that consequently he intended to rely on them for counsel 
“and assistance.” This may be all very well in its way, and 
within due bounds, but we think that Mr. Hennessy, who 
is himself an industrious and enterprising person, would 
have done better if he had taken measures to attract some 
of hie mercantile countrymen to the seat of his government. 
It strikes us that the prosperity of Europeans in connection 
with Labuan—as with every other dependency—is the sole 
reason why the island was ever occupied, and why a British Go- 
vernor is set over it now. If Mr. Hennessy has done no more 
than consult the advancement of the Chinese, at the expense 
of the progress of the Europeans, he may not be able to 
speak with so much pride of the results of his govern- 
ment, now he is returning to England, as he did among the 
obsequious natives of the little dependency which he leaves, 
as he found it, without European merchants. We hope that 
Mr. BuLWER’s government will be more fortunate in this re- 
spect at least ; and that the revenue may be increased by the 
expansion of legitimate commerce rather than by raising the 
opium trade to high pressure. We hear that a portion of 
the Singapore community have been so far captivated by 
Mr. Hennessy’s report of himself that they think he would 
make a very desirable successor to Sir Harry OrpD. This 
view, however, we have reason to believe, is nut shared by 
the general public of the Straits ; and we are therefore glad 
that Mr. Hennessy’s appointment to the Bahamas will pre- 
vent this occurfence. 





We have already announced that the railway service 
through the Mont Cenis Tunnel is to be inaugurated in 
September. This route (via Paris) to Brindisi will probably 
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effect a saving of about twenty-four hours on the present 
one through Germany and the Brenner Pass, but we under- 
stand that our Postal authorities hesitate to make any change 
until the Tunnel service has been well proved and the gene- 
ral condition of France becomes more settled. 





Tue P.and O. Company's new steamer Mirzapore leaves 
on 2nd Sept. for Alexandria, and on return will be despatched 
to the Indian side. The Peking will be ready in October, 
and the Peshawer will be launched about that time. Four 
new steamers, of about 3,000 tons, have been contracted for 
with Messrs. Carrp and Co. and Messrs. Denny and Bros.

The Claims of China on Christian Men. By the Rev. Alexander 
Williamson, LL.D. Edinburgh : Oliphant and Co. 

This is a very little book which contains a great deal more than 
many ponderous tomes. The author of “Journeys in North 
China ” needs no introduction to our readers, nor, we believe, to 
any commonly intelligent section of the public, for the rare 
merits of that work were acknowledged at once by the great 
London literary organs, whose chorus of praise we only contri- 
buted our mite to swell. As the British Quarterly justly observed, 
“Mr. Williamson’s volumes are full of minute, thorough, and 
novel information of all kinds concerning the country.” The 
reviewer might have added that there isa charm in the simplicity, _ 
sincerity, and earnestness of the writer, which must always com- 
mand the respectful attention, and go far towards bringing over 
to his views those who have hitherto been of an opposite opinion, 
or, what is much more likely, ignorant and indifferent as to the 
subject. We have no hesitation in saying that such books as those 
of Miss Frere and Mr. Williamson are at this moment doing in- 
calculable good by disseminating information about an almost 
unknown but deeply interesting country in a style at once unaf- 
fected, considerate, and penetrating. There is not a library of 
any pretension in the kingdom that has not got both these: books 
on its list, and the benefit to be derived from them is now silently 
working in the minds of the readers who will take our places in 
the next generation. 

The pamphlet before us is the “ moral’ of Mr. Williamson's 
larser work, but it contains so great a mass of information that 
those who may not have the opportunity of procuring “ Journeys 
in China ” will read it with as much interest in its facts as sym- 
pathy with its object. By way of striking a key-note, the author 
says (and we quote the observation in order to show his apt and 
striking way of bringing facts before us): ‘Suppose no China, 
and suppose that the Chinamen were distributed over the whole 
world—Europe, Asia, Africa, America, Austraiia,and the isles of 
the sea—why, every third man you would meet would be a China- 
man!" The author continues :— 

Here, then, we have a people embracing one-third of the human race 
—a people possessing vast territories, as rich and fertile as ever they 
were, territories ful! uf immense mineral wealth as yet practically un- 
touched, all indicative of a triumphant future—a people of great reach 
of intellect, fertility of resources, full of energy and enterprise, fitted 
by nature and disposed by training to contend with avy obstacle, and 
carry out their enterprises in spite of all opposition—a people, in a 
measure, cultivate: and prepared to receive all that can be placed before 
them for acceptance—a people whose youthful minds are directed to- 
wards moral excellence as the acmé of all ambition, trained to imitate 
virtuous examples and to watch the springs of action, taught to set 
mental accomplishments above wealth, and virtue above nobility. 

Here we feel ourselves compelled to pause an instant and ask 
Mr. Williamson whether he is quite sure of his facts in this last 
particular. If *‘ virtue is set aboye nobility,” why is Chung How, 
the assassin (virtually) of Tientsin, sent over to us as ambas- 
sader? With all due respect to our author, we must confess that 
we fear he has inverted his argument on this occasion. We are 
totally unable to disbelieve that in China at the present day— 
whatever may have been her former traditions—nobility is set 
so very much above virtue as to be quite out of sight of it. It is 
in order to reverse these relative positions, as we take it, that Mr. 
Williamson, and men as devoted as he, expend their lives as mis- 
sionaries in the unenlightened regions —unenlightened at least as 
regards religious and moral truth. As our author himself says, 
‘‘the iterate are only one ina thousand. We need men for the 
masses, and women for the masses.” But, if the literati, being 
ouly one in a thousand, govern the masses, and guide them to 
crime, how can it be maintained that “virtue is set above no- 
bility ?” 

By a note at the beginning of the present pamphlet we learn 
that Mr. Williamson left this country. for China on the 3rd of this 
month. While devoting himself once more to the missionary la- 
bour, the necessity for which he so ably points out, he has left 
behind him the valuable little work before us, by way of encou- 
ragement to those who have always been interested in missionary 
enterprise, and of information for those who have not yet given 
the subject the attention it deserves, We cordially hope it will have 
the large circulation which a production so valuable ought to com- | 
mand. The “Claims of China” has but one fault—it is not stated 
on its cover where it can be obtained in London ; an oversight 
ver: eaely remedied, but one which may possibly check its sale 
in England,

In the current number of the Law Magazine is an article of 
great interest to the mercantile community of the Far East, on 
“The transmission of Bills of Lading and other negotiable In- 
struments by Telegraph.” The question is discussed with great 
fairness and ability by the writer, who arrives at the conclusion 
that it would be feasible to substitute for the Bill of Lading, or 
any other Bill, a “ certified telegram,” which should have the 
effect of cancelling the bill, and which should thereupon become 
as negotiable, to all intents and purposes, as, but for its cancella- 
tion, the bill itself would have become. The proposition is startling 
but it recommends itself by its obvious convenience. The op- 
portunity that it might afford for fraud, unless regulated by a 
very strict system, is the difficulty which the writer sets himself 
to contend with. The plan he recommends has at Jeast the merit 
of simplicity. He proposes that, in all cases where the “ certified 
telegram” is employed, all validity should be withdrawn from 
the bill, and invested in the telegram. Thus the latter instru- 
ment could always be negotiated ; the former, never. The sub- 
ject is one which will no doubt attract the attention of many of 
our readers, and we shall be glad to receive any suggestions on the 
subject. 


The following letter relates to the tolls on the Suez Canal :— 

“ Sir,—You were good enough to publish a communication of mine 
pointing out the difficultics in the way of establishing an equitable uni- 
formity of transit ducs for the passage of ships through the Suez Canal, 
in consequence of the various systems of measurement prevailing in 
different countries, and, further, mentioning that these and other mat- 
ters would be taken into carnest consideration, should any change in 
the mode of levying the dues be found desirable in the interest of shipping 
und of the Suez Canal Company. I have now to state that at present there 
is no intention on the part of the company to raise the existing dues, but 
simply to appoint a new special commission with the view to inquiry

A meeting has been held of the Mediterranean Hotel Company 
(Limited). The directors’ report, which was adopted, referred to 
the unsatisfactosy result of the business of the hotel during the 
year, arising from the recent war in France. The neighbourhood 
of Nice was not disturbed, but “the fear of interruption of the 
usual means of communication deterred even those invalids whose 
existence almost depended on their spending the winter in the 
South from venturing on the journey.” 


At the meeting of the Mediterranean Extension Telegraph 
Company (Limited), held on the 22nd inst., the usual half-yearly 
dividend was declared on the 8 per cent. preference stock, less 
income tax, in addition toa dividend at the rate of 3 per cent. 
per annum, free of income tax, on the ordinary shares. 


At the meeting of the Submarine Telegraph Company, a divi- 
dend was declared at the rate of 15 per cent. per annum, free of 
income tax. 


The financier has the following with reference to the hypo- 
thecation of shipping documents :— 


The question of a uniform bill of lading, which is now being discussed 
by a committee of merchants and shipowners, leads to one of equal im- 
portance—viz., that of a uniform letter of hypothecation of produce or 
merchandise ropresented by bills of lading ; and whether such a docu- 
ment, to be logal and binding, should not bear a bill of lading stamp, or 
an ad valorem stamp, according to the value of the property so hypo- 
thecated. On the subject of letters of hypothecation we believe the law 
to be singularly defective, and to admit of such a form as may suit the 
legal taste or acumen of any one to adopt, according to the best of his 
judgment. It would be difficult also to find a treatise on this important 
question that could be depended upon or referred to as an authority. In 
all transactions connected with goods or merchandise transported by 
sea from one place to another, and on which money is advanced by a 
third party, theie is no part of commercial law that more requires re- 
vision, and adaptaiion to the laws of other countries, as well as to our 
own recognised customs. A great want of information as to the laws of 
foreign countries, it may be added, in such respects is generally admitted, 
which makes the business of advancing on produce shipped thither, 
from India, China, or other parts of the world where our commercial 
relations extend doubly hazardous. |

ARTICLES OF IMPORT.

TEA. 
Messrs. Capel and Co.’s Circular says :— 


The market remains in a very unsatisfactory state, the large total of 
Exports from China, reported by telegram, viz., 66,000,000 Ibs. to 
19th August, or little more than two months, having had a very de- 
pressing effect. Importers in many cases show no confidence in the 
market, but press their Teas for sale by public auction, from day to 
day without reserve, thus inducing if possible greater reluctance on 
the part of the dealers to buy. The result, as may be supposed, has 
been a further decline in prices for all but the finest Chops of new 
scason Teas, which from their relative scarcity command a fair sale at 
about the opening range of prices. The Abbotsford, from Foochow, 
the first ship from that port,arrived in dock on the 22nd inst. The 
samples have been on offer, but the quality has proved disappointing, 
and at present but few transactions have taken place. Public Sales 
took place on the 18th, 21st, 22nd, 28rd, and 24th inst. chiefly of new 
season's Teas, of which 35,217 packages have been sold without re- 
serve. 


Red-leaf Congous: Siftings and broken-leaf kinds show no altera- 
tion ; the demand is limited. Fair to good common fully maintain 
previous priccs, the supplics on offer being moderate. In fair to good 
Kaisow kinda but few transactions have taken place, buyers waiting 
the arrival of the new scason’s. The same remark applies to the Pak 
Lin kinds. Black-leafkinds : The low qualities show no improvement. 
Fair to good common remain dull of sale at former prices. In new 
geagon’s sales have been made chiefly at public auction without reserve. 
Good common 11d. to 114d., fair kinds from 18. O$d., to 1s. 1d. per 
Ib., good from 1s. 34d. to 1s. 7d. per 1b., fine from 1s. 8d. to 1s. 10d. 
per |b., showing a further decline of 1d. to 2d. per lb. ; finest remain 
without alteration. Amoy kinds have sold, at public sale, without re- 
serve, ut lower rates. In new-make Canton kinds there have heen 
no further arrivals. In Oolongs, Souchongs, and Flowery Pekoes there 
has been nothing of interest to report. Scented Teas.—The very large 
arrival of 50,000 boxes Scented Caper, per Danube, has created a aort 
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of panic in the market, the desire to sell, both privately and at public 
sale, without reserve, being so great as to lead to a heavy fall in 
prices, the decline being equal to 2d. to 3d. per Ib. on previous prices 
for fair to good and fine kinds, the finest being better supported. 
Orange Pekoes have also sold about 1d. per Ib. lower, though the sup- 
plies continue moderate. In Foochow kinds but little has been done, 
and prices are unchanged. In Uncoloured Japans business has been 
dull. Green Teas: The arrivals of new Ping Suey Teas have met with 
a fair market; No. 1 Gunpowder has sold up to 3s. Sd. per lb. and 
No. 1 Young Hyson up to 2s. Gd. perlb.; the common to medium 
kinds less readily, but at fair prices. The market for old Teas remains 
without improvement. 

Messrs. Shepard, Harrison and Rehden report as follows :—The mar- 
ket during the greater part of the past fortnight hag been thoroughly 
disorganised, owing to a want of confidence shown by several importers, 
who. finding it impossible to effect sales privately, have resorted to 
public auction, without reserve, and 22,900 packages have been dis- 

d of between the 15th and 22nd inst. ; the lowest point was reached 
on the 18th inst., when finest Ning Chow touched 1s. 83d. to 1s. 10d. 
per lb., but there has since been a recovery of 1d. per lb. The Ab- 
boteford, from Foochow, arrived on Tuesday with the firat of the new 
red leafs; the various parcels shown are of second class quality, and 
appear useful teas. A few sales have transpired from 1s. 6d. to lg. 9d. 

rlb. The export from all China to the 19th inst. is 66,000,000 lbs., 
Bolte only 2,000,000 Ibs. in eleven days, and if shipments continue on 
this moderate scale, it will soon bring about a favourable reaction in 
this market. For export, shippers continue to buy but sparingly, but 
some large parcels after being offercd on the market have becn with- 
drawn the last days for shipment to Russia. 

The following is from Messrs. F. Huth and Co.’s Circular :—Since 
our last report the further arrivals of Moning tea, with the excep- 
tion of some counterparts of the first arrivals, and a small quantity 
of boxes, per Cheops (which were very superior, and sold at 2s. 10d. 
per lb.), have included hardly any very tine tea. The highest price 
realised is, we understand, 2s. 3d. per Ib., except for one 
small lot of 56 half-chests soli at 2s, 8d. per Ib. The 
Russian demand is stopped for the present, the great dealers 
there having Icft for the Nishni fair; most of the teas sent for 
transhipment are now on their way to Russia, and will arrive, it ia ex- 
pécted, a good deal before the time at which the shipments via Odessa 
are likely to reach Moscow. Itis not unlikely that the fact of the 
shipments va London having had the quickest run will have an im- 
portant effect on the prescribed route of next season's Russian orders. 
The prices realised for the Kysows and Pechlings by the Abbotsford 
are from 1s. 4d. to 2s. per lb. The character of the tea by the Abbots- 
ford shows strength and point, without on an average being very fine ; 
eome not yet sold are of very superior quality, for which up to 3s. per 
lb. is demanded. 

SILK. 


The market has become quieter during the last week or so, and 
although Chinas are not quotably lower, still there is some difficulty 
in obtaining the quotations current a fortnight ago, and the know- 
ledge that 6,000 to 7,009 bales of China Silk are at hand, and will be 
here in a few days, tends to keep buyers from operating, under the 
belief that they can ensure easicr prices by holding back ; Red Pea- 
cocks are offering at 26s., and ‘best chop thirds ”’at 293. Japan Silk 
is quite neglected, and there is no business to report ; prices are again 
toa certain extent nominal. Canton Silk is unchanged, prices remain 
the same, and keep firm, best qualities of Silk which are scarce being 
much wanted. 

The Salut Public of Lyons gives the following ag the situation of the 
trade there :—‘‘ Prices are far from being remunerative, and do not 
correspond with the cost of the raw material. The latter remaing ata 
decline, which scems to be only logical; hardly can any allowances be 
obtained for the spun silka which arrive, and which already form a con- 
siderable stock. ‘The supplies from Shanghai are expected ; they will 
be welcome on our market ; they are necessary to supply the provision 
which is at this moment so restricted. The exportations from China are 
estimated for the present season at 45,000 to 50,000 bales, the half of 
which is already on its way to Europe. Japan has recommenced send- 
ing material, but it will bave a difficulty in regaining lost ground. Its 
exportations in 1871 do not execed 8,000 bales, 6,000 less than in 
1870, when they were 14,400. The new harvest will, however, be 
satisfactory, and the Japanese seem to have made serious efforts to 


improve their qualitics ; that progress is indispensable if they desire’ 


their goods to regain the place they formerly held in this market.” 

Deliveries of Silks have sensibly declined, but although much below 
the immense clearances in June and July, still are fairly good, being 
from lst to 23rd inst.—
